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Congressional Error Kept 
Jaeger Tract Out of Park 

The Jaeger property, consisting of 76.57 acres and jutting into 
Greenbelt Regional Park like two massive horns of a bull, was 
intended from the start to be a part of that 1100-acre national 
park. Through some error, the Congressional bill allocating funds 
for the purchase of all the parcels comprising the park area listed 
the Jaeger property at 56 acres. The owner contested the acreage 
figure, and Congress never made a supplemental appropriation. 

In April, 1963, the owner, Carl J. Jaeger, Jr., applied for 
rezoning the land from RR (single-family homes on quarter-acre 
lots) to a classification permitting both low density (R-10) and 
high-rise (R-H) apartments. B. Francis Saul II, the proposed 
developer of the tract which lies a block south of Greenbelt Rd. 
and east of Kenilworth Ave., had plans for a $25 million project, 
consisting of a 2,500-unit apartment complex, including 38 acres 
of high-rise apartments and 29 acres of garden apartments and 
town houses. 

Denial Recommended 

Both the Greenbelt Advisory Planning Board and the City 
Council voted unanimously to recommend denial of the petition, 
forwarding their actions to Maryland National Capital Park & 

Planning Commission in May 1963. The technical staff of the 
latter also recommended denial on grounds that five previous 
master plans for this area proposed the inclusion of the property 
within the Greenbelt Regional Park, that the use of this land for 
intensive development would be incompatible with the surrounding 
park area and out of keeping with the low density zoning of the 
entire surrounding area, and that changes in the area have not been 
of sufficient magnitude to justify establishment of multiple-family 
development on the property. 

The MNCP & PC, however, on July 25 overruled its technical 
staff in a split decision after determining that the Interior Depart¬ 
ment, which has been interested in the tract for park land, was 
unable to get funds from Congress to buy it. The tract reportedly 
projects into the proposed day-use area of the park and also into 
the camping area proposed for overnight and longer-term family 
camping use. The Planning Commission also observed that multiple 
family development would cause no impact in the immediate area 
due to the existence of a natural buffer from the single family 
residential zoning on the northwest side of Kenilworth Avenue. 

When the matter came to the county commissioners, the 
latter, sitting as a District Council for the Prince Georges County 
portion of the Maryland-Washington Regional District, by a 2-2 
vote (with Chairman Frank Lastner absent) rejected the zoning 
plea of the owners. This was on November 5, 1963 and an appeal 
was taken to the courts. 

On January 7, 1964, Circuit Judge William B. Bowie over¬ 
turned the County Commissioners’ decision. He said that the 
previous vote by the Commissioners was “opposition without 
evidence’'. The Judge also noted that neither the Department of 
the Interior nor the State had made a commitment to buy the land 
or condemn it. He also said that no Greenbelters lived within 
three miles of the property and hence would not be affected by it. 

Current Reaction 

The court decision stirred up much reaction. Congressmen 
Richard Lankford and Carlton Sickles who jointly introduced bills 
last summer to purchase the property for park purposes, sent a 
letter to the county commissioners urging them to appeal the case. 

The Department of the Interior, which had been slow to schedule 
time to testify on the bill, now gave the bill’s authors strong 
support. The Greenbelt City Council voted unanimously at their 
January 20 meeting to urge the County Commissioners to appeal 
the decision to the Maryland Court of Appeals (see letter in ac¬ 
companying column). 

The Berwyn Civic Association also went on record requesting 
an appeal and it is expected that the Berwyn Heights Council 
will follow suit. The local area delegation of Greenbelt Consumers 
Service has recommended to the Board of Directors of GCS that 
they request the County Commissioners to appeal Judge Bowie’s 
decision. The Prince George’s County Municipal Association will 
tonight a resolution on the subject, 
deadline for the appeal is February 6.

Council, Boards Review 
City Growth Problems

The city council met last Mon¬ 
day with two advisory boards for 
general orientation sessions. Mayor 
Smith stressed to both the Person¬ 
nel Advisory Board and the Charter 
Review Committee the need to plan 
for a government that can meet 
the needs of a rapidly growing 
citly. Councilman Simonson said 
the population of Greenbelt was 
expected to double in two years - 
from 8500 last July to 17,000 by 
July of 1965. 

Chairman William Rowland of the 
Personnel Advisory Board, which 
met with the council at 8 p.m., ex¬ 
pressed some doubt that the Board 
was qualified for such planning. 
He indicated that more suitable 
subjects for his committee were the 
position of administrative assistant 


to the manager and changes in the 
present pay and personnel structure. 
The Board plans to meet soon to de¬ 
termine the scope of its activities. 

The Charter Review Committee, 
chaired by Howard Chasanow, re¬ 
ceived a wide variety of suggestions 
from Mayor Smith at their 9:15 p.m. 
meeting. The three major areas 
were election laws, the manager’s 
position, and the council’s respon¬ 
sibilities. Suggested were longer 
terms, possibly staggered, for coun- 
cilmen, area representation instead 
of at-large election, a separately- 
elected mayor, and elected advisory 
boards. Also, charter revisions to 
increase the manager’s responsibil¬ 
ities were mentioned such as greater 
latitude in purchase of materials 
and in contracting out work pro¬ 
jects. Possible changes to aid the 
council included the subjects of 
bonds and assessed valuation of 
property.

Mayor Urges Lastner to Appeal 

Mr. Frank J. Lastner, Chairman 
Board of County Commissioners 
Prince George’s County 
Upper Marlboro, Maryland 
Dear Mr. Lastner: 

At its meeting of January 20, 1963, the City Council of Greenbelt un¬ 
animously and strongly recommended that the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners take action to appeal to the Maryland Court of Appeals the de¬ 
cision of the Circuit Court in the matter of zoning the Carl J. Jaeger, Jr. 
property on Kenilworth Avenue. In making this recommendation I 
feel the Council represented the views of the vast majority of the citizens 
of Greenbelt—all of whom live less than three miles from this property. 

The City of Greenbelt has strongly and consistently urged the acquisi¬ 
tion of this property as part of the regional park. In doing so, however, 
this city has never contended that the property owner should be denied 
the right to develop his property because the Federal Government may 
decide to purchase it some day. We do not feel, however, that anyone has 
justified as good planning or proper land use the placing of high density 
urbanized skyscraper apartments between a natural wilderness park and 
single-family homes. 

The zoning of this property should be compatible with surrounding 
land use. The placing of the property in the Rural Residential Zone was 
proper zoning. We do not agree with those who state that single-family 
development “obviously” would have the same effect on the park use as 
high-rise apartments. Certainly a low density home development would 
be less harmful to a country park than the high density skyscraper apart¬ 
ments. 

I should like to call your attention once again to a letter this city 
received from Mr. Robert M. Mangan, Deputy Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior, which was made a part of the record of the public hearing: 

“This regional ‘country park* is a rather extensive natural wooded 
area and will provide the present and future generations of city 
dwellers with relief from city conditions and the same sense of 
freedom which the unspoiled country provides. Because its greatest 
resources is its natural scenery, this park has for many years been 
used for camping and is presently being developed to provide picnic¬ 
king, hiking, camping, nature study and similar types of recreation 
which can best be provided for the community in such a natural, 
forested area. The Jaeger tract is in a flattened ‘V’ shape, projecting 
into the proposed day-use area of the park, and into the camping area 
which is proposed for overnight and longer term family camping use. 
“Such a development as would be likely under the R-H zone, especial¬ 
ly apartment buildings rising above the forest, would be serious 

intrusion into these significant functions of the park.Any form 

of high-density, high-rise residential development would be com¬ 
pletely out of place in this location and would be to the detriment of 
the public good.” 

The Greenbelt Regional Park will be the second largest recreational 
facility in the county. It is centrally located for most of the citizens in 
the countv. The placing of skyscrapers in the midst of campgrounds 
may well be considered the greatest planning failure to take place in the 
county. We hone you will take every action possible to see that it doesn’t 
happen.

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An Appeal for an Appeal 

The News-Review would like to add its voice to the concert of 
protest against the proposed high-rise apartments adjacent to the 
Greenbelt Regional Park. We join the City Council and our Con¬ 
gressmen in urging the county commissioners to appeal Circuit 
Judge William B. Bowie’s ruling. 

We believe that enough evidence can be placed into the record 
to show the deleterious effects that development of multiple-family 
"buildings on this property would have on the regional park con¬ 
cept and on the future zoning of adjacent land. The Interior De¬ 
partment’s latest commitment to support the purchase of the land 
makes it all the more imperative that before any irrevocable zoning 
■decision be made, full opporunity be given to the federal govern¬ 
ment for adding this land to the Greenbelt Regional Park. If 
there is need for evidence that local opinion is opposed to high- 
rise apartments, we are certain that the citizens of Greenbelt will 
be glad to oblige by signing petitions and attending protest meet¬ 
ings. 

Although the Jaeger tract is not within the city limits of 
Greenbelt, we feel that the matter is critical for our community. 
A major high-rise apartment development so close to our city could 
well be the entering wedge that will change Greenbelt into a 
Langley Park-type apartment complex. We cannot believe that 
the county commissioners, especially those who have helped us 
ward off this danger before, will let us down this time. 


City Notes 

The Public Works crews spent 
most of their time this week patch¬ 
ing chuck holes along streets and 
in parking lots and service courts.

"POCKET VETO " 

To the Editor, 

Greenbelt Park is as much an 
asset to Greenbelt as any commer¬ 
cial development yielding much 
sought-after services and taxes. And 
not only is this park an asset to 
Greenbelt but also to many of the 
surrounding communities, especially 
in the immediate future. We in 
Greenbelt are at the epicenter of 
what will eventually be a heavy 
concentration of commercial build¬ 
ings, roads, and housing. Recrea¬ 
tional areas such as Greenbelt Park 
will be a welcome oasis to turn to 
after prolonged exposure to jerry- 
made concrete, gaudy neon, and 
noxious carbon monoxide. 

Yet today a considerable portion 
(76 acres) of this parkland, being 
developed by The National Parks 
Service, will be lost to high-rise 
apartments. The Prince Georges 
County Commissioners voted not to 
rezone this property for high-rise 
apartments. Judge William P. 
Bowie of the P. G. County Circuit 
Court overruled the Commissioners. 
Reps. Carlton Sickles and Richard 
Lankford have urged the Commis- 
isoners to appeal this decision. It 
now appears that the majority of 
the Commisisoners are against such 
an appeal and are in fact exer¬ 
cising a “pocket veto” on the mat¬ 
ter. The final day for filing an 
appeal is February 6. 

Nearly every piece of parkland 
we possess in the United States has 
been wrested from commercialism 
by concerted public effort and con¬ 
siderable “blood and tears”. The 
recent recovery of the Merrywood 
estate, along the Palisades border¬ 
ing the Potomac, River, from com¬ 
mercial development is a case in 
point. It took an aroused citizenry 
to arouse our Government. 

What was accomplished on the 
Potomac Palisades can also be du¬ 
plicated here. Attendance of in¬ 
terested citizens at future meetings 
on this subject, drawing up of pe¬ 
titions, and plenty of hell-raising 
letters could do it. 

Parkland retained now will be 
used by us, our children, and our 
grandchildren. It is our parkland, 
our County Commissioners, and our 
choice. Let’s do something about 
it.
